15,000 at Episcopal Mass 
Meeting Hear Letter 
by Him Read. 


CALLS TRAINING BEST 
INSURANCE FOR AMITY 


Universal Accord Never Be- 
fore So Popular, Bishop 
Freeman Declares.

The greatest insurance against war 
is the training of the thoughts of men 
in the ways of peace, Secretary of State 
Frank B. Kellogg declared in a letter 
read at the open air mass meeting for 
world peace held in the amphitheatre 
of Washington Cathedral Close yester- 
day. 

Fitteen thousand persons took advan- 
tage of the ideal weather to attend the 
final open air service held at the cathe- 
dral in connection with the meeting 
of the general convention in the Na- 
tional Capital. 

The church is fulfilling one of its 
highest functions in working for world 
peace, the Secretary further pointed 
out. Thus it is carrying out the will 
of the founder of the church “who Is 
so fittingly called the Prince of Peace.” 

“We are all determined,” continued 
Secretary Kellogg in his letter, which 
was read by the Right Rev. James E. 
Freeman, “that the curse of war shall 
not again devastate the nations. But 
with the best good will we know that 
peace can not always be maintained 
unless the nations have a method of 
settling disputes other thay the old 
method of war. Therefore it behooves 
the governments steadily to develop 
and codify in the form of treaties the 
great principles of conciliation and ar- 
bitration. 

Treaty Expression of People. 

“These point steadily to the peaceful 
war. Just so, I belive, the general pact 
for the renunciation of war, accepted 
already by most nations of the world, 
is another great forward step. This 
treaty is the solemn, public expression 
of the aspiration, not of governments 
but of whole peoples speaking through 
their governments. For this reason it 
is significant of a new spirit in the 
world.” 

Secretary Kellogg was unable to be 
present at the mass meeting, he said 
in his letter, because of a previous 
engagement to address Carleton Col- 
lege in Minnesota.. 

Many bishops and clerical «a »puties 
were in the picturesque procession of 
choir and clergy across the screensward 
of Mount St. Alban to the amphithe- 
ater platform, where the rustic altar 
with its great golden cross 1nd wooden 
pulpit had been the scene of the open- 
ing service of the general convention 
on October 10. Thirty years ago at the 
thirty-ninth general convention of the 
Episcopal Church in Washington a 
similar peace cross service was held on 
Mount St. Alban near the same spot, 
when President McKinley, :nembers of 
his Cabinet and virtually the entire 
convention attended the service of 
raising the Peace Cross, which com- 
memorated the close of the war with 
Spain. The service was read by the 
Very Rev. G. C. F. Bratenall, clean of 
Washington, assisted by Canon Anso? 
Phelps Stokes. 

The Right Rev. James &. Freeman, 
Bishop of Washington, who presided 
over the mass meeting, reminded the 
congregation that on Auyust 26 2 
service of thanksgiving for the signing 
of the Kellogg-Briand peace pact in 
Paris by fifteen nations, had taken 
place there. Bishop Freeman outlined 
the significance of the ‘ultilatera. 
treaties for .the renunciation of war 

Peace Big Hope, He Sgys. 

He said: 

“Never before in the long record of 
human life have men so yearned for 
and worked for peace as in this post- 
war age. The will to peace has never 
been stronger. The methods to be em- 
pioyed to this end men will debate and 
discuss, but behind all discussion re- 
sides the universal will to effect world 
order and world peace. 

“What, under God, this America of 
ours may achieve, in ushering in world 
peace, the oldest prophet can not fore- 
see or forecast. One thing is becoming 
increasingly clear, namely, that we can 
not, as a nation, live in proud isolation. 
We hold a strategic position, we occupy 
a place of peculiar advantage, we have 
no alliances that forbid our taking 
leadership in enforceing the claims of 
world order and peace. 

“Churches of every name are solemnly 
committed to such a program, Upon 
them more than upon all others, the 
obligation of forwarding world peace 
rests.” 

An impassioned plea for world peace 
was made by the Right Rev. G. Ashton 
Oldham, Bishop of Albany, one of the 
noted pulpit orators of the Episcopal 
Church in th country. He is one of 
the younger generation in the House 
of Bishops. Two years ago Bishop Old- 
ham visited England and on invitation 
gave a series of addresses on religious 
and international topics in the princi- 


pal cathedrals of that country. 


Bishop Oldham called the Kellogg- 
Briand peace pact a great step forward 
in the cause of international amity 
and said that it had received less at-

Big 


School Centers 
Planned for Capital 


Officials Will Take Up Proposal With Board of Edu- 
cation as Part of Five Year Program; Bus 
Systems Included in Scheme. 


Establishment of large school cen- 
ters, with the intent of obviating 
numerous small buildings, and the or- 
ganization of a motorbus system of 
transporting the pupils to and from 
their classes is being considered by 
school officials. : 

The plan, considered revolutionary in 
character, will, if successful, result in 
establishment of large school centers 
and the centralization of all school 
activities in each of the various com- 
munities of the city. 

Centralization of educational facili- 
ties, however meager they may be, long 
has been favored by some school of- 
ficials. The subject will be given 
further consideration tomorrow, when 
school officers confer with members of 
the legislative committee of the Board 
of Education at the Franklin School on 
the new five-year building program, 
which is to be presented to Congress 
in December. 

Establishment of a bus system for 
transporting the school children to and 
from their classes also has: been given 
serious consideration. Even under the 
present system, many pupils are forced 


to ride in crowded street cars and buses 
to get to their classes. 

With establishment of centralized 
educationel facilities, officials realize 
that a motorbus organization will be- 
come imperative. 

Under the present system, elementary 
schools, usually of the eight-room type, 
have been built in various sections of 
each district. The new plan, however, 
calls for the building of additions to 
the newer schools, wherever sufficient 
land is available, 

The Park View School was pointed 
out as an example of what officials have 
in: mind. 

It is of the new sixteen-room type of 
building. The old five-year program 
calls for the erection of an eight-room 
addition. Under the centralization 
plan, not only would the Park View 
School be enlarged to a 24-room build- 
ing, but, for example, additional sites 
would be purchased to establish it as 
a school center for children living in 
that and nearby communities.

Chicago, Oct. 2] (N.Y.W.N.S.).—As a 
last word to the 3,000 physicians and 
health experts attending the convention 
of the American Public Health Asocia- 
tion, Dr. Charles H. Mayo, noted sur- 
geon, said: 

“Medical science is on the threshold 
of winning its greatest battle—that 
against cancer. Wonderful strides have 
been made by research workers. 

“Some have experimented with elec- 
trical currents in treating cancer de- 
veloped in animals, mainly Mice.

A descending elevator, operated by 
William Maher, a watchman, crushed 
Esterline’s head as he peered down 
through an open door on the fifth 
floor and caused the body to hurtle to 
the pit six stories below. Esterline was 
ambulance 
surgeon from Emergency Hospital at 
7:45 o’clock, 15 minutes after the acci- 
dent. Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt issued 
a certificate of accidental death. 

Esterline went from his home in the 
Benedict Apartments to the Depart- 
ment of Justice at.10:30 o’clock in the 
morning. He remained at his office all 
day, working on several cases he is 
handling for the Government as a re- 
sult of decisions handed down by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Shortly before 7:30 o’clock, Maher 
told Detectives Cullianane and O'Dea, 
the elevator bell on the fifth floor rang. 
The floor was dark and Maher acci- 
dentally carried the lift past its desti- 
nation to the sixth floor 

Esterline evidently did not notice 
the elevator pass, and in some un- 
known manner opened the door. As he 
looked down the elevator descended. 

Emmet E. Mayhall, of 1708 Kilbourne 
place northwest, a messenger, who told 
detectives he “dropped in" for a chat 
with the watchman before going to a 
movie, saw Esterline’s body fall. May- 
hall said he at, first thought it was a 
bundle of papers. When informed a 
minute later of the accident. Mayhall 
notified police and called an ambu- 
lance. Esterline was killed instantly, 
the ambulance surgeon said. 

Esterline, a bachelor, had served the 
Department of Justice since 1911, and 
has represented the Government in 
many famous rate casés before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, At 
# late hour last night officials of the 


Department of Justice had failed to 
communicate with relatives, whose 
whereabouts are unknown. 

Esterline was a graduate from the 
National University Law School and 
George Washington University, He 
was a member of the Metropolitan and 
Lawyer’s Clubs.

Murder Charge to Be Lodged.

The features of the man they saw

These charges will not be 
pressed now, however, it was said at 
police headquarters last nignt, and he 
will be turned over to Salem pwiice as 
soon as legal steps to bring about his 
transfer to Massachusetts nave bee 
complied with. 

A charge pf murder will be .odged 
against Panzram today in Salem, ac- 
cording to dispatches received here 
last night. Extradition proceedings 
were ordered to be started tmmediately 
following the identification and two 
Salem detectives will leave for this 
city late today. : 

Identified by Portrait. 


A life-sized portrait of Pangzgram, 
who two weeks ago confessed ‘o local 
police that he had killed a boy near 
Boston, or “Gloucester,” was received 
by Salem authorities yesterday. 

Last night Mrs. Bertha M. Luxton, 
of Marblehead; Mrs. Marzaret Crean, 
Mrs. Theresa C Parsons and Walter 
Crean, 20 years old, all of Salem, were 
shown the. photograph. 

Walter Crean was a playmate of the 
murdered boy. He saw Henry trudg- 
ing along the Salem road with the 
stranger July 18, 1922, the day of the 
murder, and the horror of his friend’s 
death left the memory of that stran- 
ger’s face implanted in his mind. He 
did not hesitate when asked if the 
photograph of Panzram was that of 
the stranger. 

The women were just as positive in 
their identification. 

State Detective William F. Murray, 
of Lynn, acting on orders of District 
Attorney William G. Clark, of Essex 
County, went to Salem yesterday aft- 
ernoon to meet Capt. Gideon Pelle- 
tier and Lieut. Patrick J. Lehan, of 
the Salem force, both of whom were 
engaged in the investigation of the 
murder six years ago. 


Answer Questions Promptly. 


The three women and youth hen 
were sent for. Singly they were sum- 
moned to the inspector’s office where 
they were questioned with reference 
to the circumstances of the murder. 
Each repeated the details as they had 
done six years ago. 

Mrs. Green was the first to be inter- 
rogated. Panzram’s photograph, show- 


ing his strong profile in one picture 
an’ his full face in another, was shown 


her. She hesitated a moment and then 
said: 

“The lines of the face are the same— 
yes, that is the man I saw that day 
with Henry.”

450 Army Officers 
Plot Out War Game 


Eleven Generals Begin Field 
Problem in Texas at 
Dawn Today. 


San Antonio, Oct. 21 (A.P.).—Battle 
lines were taut tonight as the staffs of 
eleven generals of the United States 
Army, National Guard and organized 
Feserves pored over hundreds of maps 
for direction of the Army's greatest 
peacetime hypothetical maneuvers, 
scheduled to get under way at dawn 
tomorrow. 

This will be the first of such maneu- 
vers to be held in the nine corps areas 
of the United States, and is for the pur- 
pose of training higher commanders 
of the Army, National Guard and or- 
ganized reserves in their war-time du- 
ties. 

About 450 Army officers will partici- 
pate in the maneuvers, with only a few 
enlisted men, although a representa- 
tion of approximately 900,000 men will 
be involved in the problem. 

The armies, a Red and a Blue, will 
clash, representing a major operation 
of the allied troops in the Argonne dur- 
ing the World War. The officer per- 
sonnel will represent a war-strength 
field army in action at the various 
headquarters. 


Hundreds Reported Dead 
In Revolt of Ukrainians 


Chrisinau, Roumania, Oct. 21 (A.P.). 
News of a revolt by Ukrainian peasants 
against the Bolshevik authorities seep- 
ed across the border today and reach- 
ed this place. The stories related that 
armed bands of speasants seized the 
municipal buildings in the Ukrainian 
towns of Zaterki and Orte. Troops were 
sent against them, but the peasants 
drove them off, and some versions of 
the trouble stated that hundreds were 
killed on wounded in the engagement. 

Heavy reinforcements are on the way, 
and it is said the Soviet authorities in- 
tend to crush the movement with over- 
whelming force.

WELCOME ECKENER 


City and State Officials Join 
in Greeting; Speaks at 
Soldier Field.

German city of the world tonight wel- 
comed Dr. Hugo Eckener, pilot of the 
Graf Zeppelin. He came by train, ac- 


companied by part of his crew. The 
great transatlantic airship remained at 
Lakehurst. 

A brief informal demonstration at 
the Grand Central Ratlroad Station 
was followed by a formal city-wide re- 
ception in Soldiers Field Stadium, 
where 120,000 persons witnessed the 
Navy-Notre Dame football game eight 
days ago. 

Mayor William Hale Thompson made 
a short address of welcome, and Dr. 
Eckener told of his pleasure at the 
happy completion of his trip» He 
promised his hearers, through the me- 
dium of loud speakers, that later in 
the week they would get a glimpse of 
his ship when he flies it West. 

Hundreds of men, women and school 
children of German descent staged a 
pageant picturing man’s conquest of 
the air. The fliers were whisked away 
followed by a performance in the Chi- 
to a banquet at the Union League Club, 
cago German theater. 

A large force of policemen was at 
the railroad station long before Dr 
Eckener’s arrival, to handle the crowds. 

City and State officials, representa- 
tives of German-American societies, 
school children, the American Legion, 
the Great Lakes Naval Training Station 
and the National Guard formed the of- 
ficial welcoming party. 

As the train bearing the fliers pass- 
ed through Ohio and Indiana crowds 
swarmed to the station at every stop 
to see the famous dirigible pilot. Dr. 
Eckener obliged the crowds by appear- 
ing on the platform of the train. The 
party left Akron, Ohio, this inorning. 

Tomorrow the Zeppelin’s captain and 
crew will be taken on an auto tour: of 
the city. A conference with the mayor 
and his council and a banquet will fol- 
low. Then they will return to New 
York.

Waitress, 62, Was Assaulted 
and Smothered; Police 
Without Any Clew. 


DEATH THOUGHT NATURAL 


New York, Oct. 21 (N.Y.W.N.S.). 
What was believed to be the natural 
death of Miss Marie Kristensen, 62- 
year-old waitress, turned out to be a 
murder, police learned after an autopsy 


was performed on the body by Chief 
Medical Examiner Dr.. Charles Norris, 
today. The autopsy revealed that the 
woman was smothered to death, as- 
saulted and, in addition, a bone in her 
neck was found fractured. 

Detectives, notified of the results of 
the examination, immedately went to 
work on the case and devoted this 
afternoon to interviewing witnesses and 
also the murdered woynan’s sister, Thea 
Kristensen, who founds the body hid- 
den under a sheet, with arms half 
raised. 

Lieut. Kenney and Detective Mc- 
Auliffe, at work on the case since Sat- 
urday afternoon, when whe bo'lv was 
found in the third-story aparcsment, 
were given the aid of several more 
men today. They admitted that the 
case was baffling. 

According to neighbors of the mur- 
dered woman, Miss Kristensen lived 
quietly in her two-room apartment 
and very seldom had company. The 
body was found lying face upward on 
a mattress that had been pulled off 
a cot onto the floor in her apartment 
She was clad only in a kimono. 

When detectives first ‘ound the 
body they listed the death as «due to 
natural causes, but a red blotch on 
the woman's throat caught their at 
tention and the death was listed as 
“suspicious,” until today’s autopsy.

THE BUBBLING EARTH. 
a 


Much as water over a flame will expand and 
sontract with the varying intensity of the heat, 
° the earth has been found to expand and 

dontract; a phenomenon that is supposed to 

prove shrinking toward the center. The pro- 
@ess not being uniform, expansion of the 
 éarth’s diameter is sometimes noted and at 
éther times contraction. The Bard of Avon 
Was writing true cosmology when he penned 
the lines about the earth having bubbles as 
the water hath. The particular group of scien- 
tists whose observations lie in this direction 
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absolutely established the fact that the revo- 


- fution of the earth upon its axis is generally 
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‘rotations, but his conclusions had not been 
fully .verified until the present. 
The variations in the earth’s spin about its 
‘axis, which gives the effect of bubbling in mag- 
nitude and then sharply contracting, are at 
the rate of one three-hundredths of a second. 
The length of the day is not affected appre- 
ciably, and persons who have been insisting 
that the days and the seasons are changing 
have no ground to stand upon. However, 
scientists do say, ‘‘Here may be the secret of 
earthquakes.”” The rigid strata, although com- 
pressed or expanded by so slight a fraction, 
may in the aggregate, generate a force suffi- 
cient to split the rocks, with quakes resulting. 
From center to circumference the earth 
registers its discomfort at the fate that is 
thrust upon it. The theory that such social 
abnormalities as wars are caused by loss of 
some of the sun’s energy may not be so fanci- 
ful after all. Prof. Henry Adams may have 
meant more than to amuse his fellow histor- 
lans when he said that all history is written 
from the effect of the sun upon the earth: that 
with the contraction of the earth through loss 
of solar energy, human institutions themselves 
become perturbed. 


THE GREAT BULL MARKET. 


The stock market continues to break all rec- 
ords. There is little to explain last Friday’s 
4,700,000-share day except that confidence is 
increasing that the outcome of the election 
will enhance the Nation’s prosperity. There 
were at least two developments -that should 
have scared off speculators, the first being an 
overnight announcement that brokers’ loans 
had reached a new hih record at $4,664,390,- 
000, the second being a warning published by 
the Investment Bankers’ Association, in con- 
vention in Atlantic City, to the effect that 
Speculators are taking tremendous chances. 

The present market is national in scope. 
The impressive total of Iriday was made up 
largely of small orders that converged upon 
Wall street by mail, cable, telegraph and long 
distance telephone. The public is in a specu- 
lative frenzy, and no one knows when the end 
will be reached. : 

Stocks can not continue to.advance indefi- 
nitely. A peak will reached from 
there probably will be a Sharp and drastic 
reaction. Shrewd and experienced investors 
may be able to foresee the break: others will 
be burned badly, and the public, generally, is 
of the latter class. For many months the 
market has been bullish. The list of those who 
have made money is longer, by far, than that 
of those who have lost. The average amateur 
speculator has no memory of a falling market, 
and it is more than probable that he is now 
risking too much on the expectation that the 
golden harvest will continue indefinitely. 

The investor has little to fear. The Nation 
is prosperous, and there is every reason to 
believe that it will continue so. With business 
bettering its financial position the value of 
securities will gradually increase. Too many 
participants in the present market, however,

are not buying securities outright for the so- 
called long pull, but are speculating on margin, 
with the idea of immediate profits, 

In the meantime Wall street realizes as 
never before that something must be done to 
speed up the exchange. The ticker, last ‘ri 
day, was from 20 to 40 minutes behind from 15 
minutes after the opening till the close. Clerks 
in the larger offices were forced to labor far 
into the night recording the day’s transactions 
before another day brought additional work. 
Brokers once more are discussing an official 
Saturday holiday, and talk of increasing mem- 
bership in the exchange, now limited at 1,100, 
has been revived. 


SLEEPING SICKNESS. 

There will be universal good will toward 
the newest scientific attack on the dread dis- 
ease generally known as sleeping sickness. 
Dr. Warren K. Strathman-Thomas, a researcnp 
pharmacologist at the University of Wdéeron- 
sin, accompanied by Dr. Clement C, Chester- 
man, one of the secretaries of the- London 
Royal Society of Tropical Medicine, intends to 
penetrate into the plague-infested wilds of the 
Belgian Congo, in order to make a heroic 
attempt to combat sleeping sickness where it is 
singularly prevalent and where, indeed, it may 
have had its origin. Their purpose is to study 
the disease at Coma, up the Congo River, and 
thence to proceed to Stanleyville, which is 
1,500 miles from the coast, and which has not 
inappropriately been described as “the last 
post of a civilization made apathetic by the 
disease.”’ 

The two scientists will take with them six 
arsenical compounds, which have been Care- 
fully prepared under the guidance of Dr. A. B. 
Lovenhart, professor of pharmacy at Wiscon- 
sin University, and by the aid of these com- 
pounds they hope to find a specific cure for an 
ailment which has hitherto almost entirely 
baffled medical skill. They. will turn the 
whole district, which is to be the seat of their 
labors and experiments, into one vast clinic 
for the observation of the effects produced by 
their drugs on human beings and on animals, 
From Congo they will enter Rhodesia and 
make further researches there, 

Belgian Congo has an area of nearly 1,000,- 
000 square miles and a population ef 10,000,- 
000. Each year some 100,000 persons fall 
victims in that region to sleeping sickness, 
which kills as many people as all other dis- 
eases combined. In that vast area, because of 
the disease, it is not, as a rule, possible to 
keep cattle, horses or other domestic animals. 
It has been truly said that success in conqver- 
ing so fell a malady will be “‘equivalent to the 
discovery of a continent.’’ 


THE CESAREWITCH. 


The Cesarewitch, the first of the big back- 
end handicaps at Newmarket, headquarters of 
the British turf, did not belie its reputation of 
being ungenerous to the favorite, for on Wed- 
nesday last it was won by Arctic Star, which 
started at the remunerative odds of 9 te l 
against, while the favorite at flagfall, Brown 
Jack, with the famous Steve Donoghue in the 
saddle, finished in the ‘also ran’’, division. 
Brown Jack is a game horse, as he proved 
when he won the Ascot Stakes last June in a 
style which made it seem as if he could stay 
forever. To that splendid performance, doubt- 
less, he owed his position at the head of the 
quotations on Wednesday, but it is one thing 
to compass the two miles at Ascot, and quite 
something else again to have the stamina and 
the speed required to get home in front cver 
the tiring 2% miles at Newmarket, with its 
heart-breaking uphill finish. 
|_ _Aretic 
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have carried a lot of money, for in the ante- 
post betting lists during September and Octo- 
ber he was consistently supported at the price 
of 100 to 8 against, and there were some days 
when he was at even shorter odds than Brown 
Jack. He must have been one of those pro- 
verbial “good things’ of which one occa- 
sionally hears, for, when it came to racing, 
he spreadeagled his field and, in the end, won 
easily and decisively by three lengths from 
Blancona, with Accalmie a length and a half 
farther back third. 

The international character of the race is 
emphasized by the fact that ‘the winner is 
English bred, owned, and trained, the second 
is Irish bred, American owned and English 
trained, and the third is French bred, owned 
and trained. 

This year’s Cesarewitch was made memor- 
able by the presence of Lloyd George, for posi- 
tively the first time in his life, on a race- 
course while racing was in progress. His at- 
tendance violated some of the most cherished 
tenets and principles of what Gladstone, in 
felicitous phrase, once called the British ‘‘non- 
conformist conscience.” These unco guid 
people have even been petitioning King George 
to give up horse racing for the sake of the 
example which such action on his part would 
set. They are the source whence Lloyd George 
derives his main strength in Great Britain, 
and particularly in his native Wales. How 
they will take his lapse from virtue in this 
instance remains to be seen. His own defense 
and he evidently believed it necessary to 
justify himself—is that he thought he ought 
to see something of what plays so great a part 
in the national life.

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FOOTBALL—GIVE

commands too much intefest—whether or not 
it subordinates during two months of the col- 
lege year that for which institutions of higher 
education are established. It is easy to make 
a case against football; it is also possible to 
speak highly in praise of it. 

North American Review, that ‘‘overem- 
phasized”’ football should be emphasized still 
more for its therapeutic value to a nation bur- 
dened with dull gray repressions. Football 
today, he says, more colorful than any 
other sport exhibition in the entire history of 
the world of arenas and colosseums. It is 
more colorful because it Is a contest in which 
loyalty of spectator has reached a greater 
height than in any other, more colorful than 
the contests of the ancient world 
players and spectators are of the same class 
and because the class is not an ephemeral one, 
but a long established one, with a tradition of 
victory or courage to maintain.

We can 
not force ourselves to believe that anything 
so suddenly become important can be reason- 
able and good. Instead of regarding football, 
as we should, as a gloriously recurring pag- 
eant of strength and skill and loyalty, we look 
upon it as a blight. Instead of seeing in foot- 
ball an authentic folk expression as real and 
definite as the jousts of the Middle Ages or 
the games of the Greeks, we look upon it as an 
enormous fungoid growth.” 

Since the maligners of football find it not 
easy to obtain an audience at this season, it is 
possible that Mr. Grafton’s article may go 
unnoticed. This is no time to discuss football, 
but to live it and enjqgit. However, his words 
should be broadcast throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. Football is a game 
of games, and even though it may sometimes 
seem to command too much attention, the fact 
remains that, like baseball, it deserves it. 
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UNIFORM TRAFFIC SIGNS. 


The report of the Amerjean Engineering 
Council on unified practice in traffic control is 
worthy of the most serious: consideration. <A 
survey of traffic conditions in more than 100 
cities in 35 States, having a total population in 
excess Of 33,000,000, is the basis of the report. 
Some cities, it says, are making fundamental 
mistakes in installing street traffic signs, sig- 
nals and markings by placing traffic contro) 
devices without adequate study of the condi- 
tions they are calculated to improve, or the 
effect that an installation in one intersection 
will have upon other intersections, and by em- 
ploying traffic control devices at places and 
times not justified by the conditions. If these 
tendencies continue, says the council, the 
inevitable result will be a public recognition of 
the errors and a consequent neglect of or op- 
position to traffic signs, signals and markings. 

This possibility should be self-evident. 
Knowledge that warnings may be made worse 
than useless is as old as the story of the shep- 
herd boy who cried ‘wolf’? just to see the 
villagers run, and whose appeals for help 
were ignored when his flock was attacked. 
Municipal authorities, however, are apt. to 
forget this fact. Traffic warning after traffic 
warning is set up, and once one is established 
it never is torn down, whether conditions 
change or not, 

The council suggests that ‘‘every traffic sign 
should be so thoughtfully designed and so care- 
fully placed as to convey its message quickly 
and clearly at the exact time and place it is 
needed. These requirements mean sinple 
wording, standard shape, color, lettering and 
location; announcement of the official author- 
ity if that is legally required; and the removal] 
of every unofficial sign that in any way conflicts 
with the requirement.’”’ The report further 
suggests shapes, sizes, colors, lettering and 
methods of illumination of traffic signs and 
markers, and where they should be located. 

Publication of the report marks a step to- 
ward uniformity in traffic control. The great 
variation that today exists in practice and law 
makes it impossible to effect widespread reform 
over night, but a model is now in hand by 
which new regulations would be formulated.

Democratic votes, and 234,000 is 24-5 
per cent of this. 

In other words, 28 of every 1,000 
voters of the Democratic ticket in 1924 
have stated in the Literary Digest poll 
that they will vote for Hoover now, 
while less than 22 of every 1,000 voters 
who voted the Republican ticket in 1924 
have stated that they will vote for 
Smith now. 

The drift toward Hoover is larger 
than the drift toward Smith.

Former State Department Ex- 
pert Was Director in Amer- 
can University. 


HEART TROUBLE FATAL 


Dr. Albert H. Putney, 56 years old, 
director of the School of the Political 
Sciences of American University and 


professor of law in National University, 


died of heart disease at 12:20 o'clock 
this morning at his home, 1725 H street 
northwest. 


The educator, who for several years | 


was head of the Near East Division of 
the State Department under President 
Wilson, had been seriously ill since 
Wednesday, from heart trouble and 
complications. He underwent an oper- 
ation at Garfield Hospital about three 
Weeks ago. 

Born in Boston, he attended private 
and public schools of Massachusetts, 
preparing for college at Newton Center 
high schools. He was graduated. from 
Yale in 1893, later studying law in Bos- 
ton University, receiving the degree of 
LL B. in 1895. He later received the de- 
gree of doctor of civil law at DePaul 
University, Chicago, and the degree of 
Ph. D. at the American University here. 

Since 1914 he has been professor of 
law in National University here. uniting 
his services in this law school with his 
duties of the State "Department from 
1913 to 1920, and since 1920 with his 
varied duties as professor and adminis- 
trative officer in the American Uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Putney was chief of the Near 
East division of the State Depantment 
for seven yeras, including the period of 
the World War. He prepared Official 
memoranda of the first importance in 
regard to several of the smaller na- 
tions of Europe, as a basis for recog- 
nition by the Government of the 
United States. In 1925 the Czecho- 
slovak government decorated Dr. Put- 
ney with the Order of the White Lion, 
the highest decoration which can be 
conferred upon a noncitizen of that 
republic. 

Dr. Putney was a Mason, 
been eccorded the degree of Knight 
Commander of the Court of Honor. He 
was a member of the Press Club of 
Chicago, of the National *Press Club of 
this city, and was the author of many 
works. on law and government. His 
most pretentious publication is Put- 
ney’s Law Library of twelve volumes.

LODGE IS AGAGINST TEST 


London, Oct. 21 (U.P.).—Whether Dr. 
Mansfield Robinson meets success or 
failure Wednesday in his serious and 
semiofficial attempt to communicate 
by wireless with Mars, England is dis- 
playing a great interest in the experi- 
ment, and, meanwhile, turning a skep- 
tical eye toward the rather amazing 
pictures of Martian women drawn by 
two men “who have been there.’ 

Dr. Robinson's status as champion of 
Martian women suffered somewhat to- 
night when a new exponent of the 
planet's fairer sex appeared. His ap- 
pearance was indirect and through Prof. 
A. M. Low, one of Britain’s best known 
younger scientists and writers. 

“IT have a friend,” began Prof. Low, 
when asked for his views on the at- 
tempt to communicate with Mars 
through the powerful Rugby wireless 
station. “I have a friend who says he 
has been to Mars and who tells me that 
all Martian women have two thumbs on 
each hand. He also says they have 
X-ray telescopic eyes and already know 
all about the earth.” 


Says He Went to Mars. 


With the addition 
“eye-witness” description, 
times of a Martian woman are nearly 
complete, it would seem. 

Dr. Robinson said he had talked with 
a “woman in green” on Mars and that 
his ethereal body had made a trip to 
th planet traveling at the same speed 
as light

Dr. Robinson said he did not talk 
to her but that he merely thought 
of what he wanted to say and she read 
his mind.

36 cents a word, it is the cheapest big

When there is no score, two of a 
Minor is not bid over partner’s ‘one 
No Trump to show strength, but as a 
warning or “rescue.” At a love score, 
the overcalling of partner’s No Trump 
with two Club or two Diamonds tells 


the No Trumper: “I have no help for 
you; unless you are unusually strong, 
we had better play with this Minor the 
trump as we shall lose less.” A sound 
No Trumper whose partner, at a love 
score, has overcalled with two of a 
Minor, never rebids his No Trump un- 
less he has at least eight sure tricks in 
his own hand. The Minor take-out is 
a simultaneous waving of the white 
flag of surrender, the red flag of warn- 
ing, and the blue flag of desperation; 
it announces a holding whose only 
bright aspect is the fact that there are 
at least five cards in the suit that is 
named. 


Although the meaning conveyed by 
the Minor take-out is unmistakable, it 
is not the best policy always to take 
out with a five-card Minor and a 
worthless hand. Such a bid may give 
too much information and encourage- 
ment to the opponents and, with a 
hand as evenly divided as one that 
“contains a five-card suit can be (i. e., 
the 5-3-3-2 division), it is generally 
better to pass the partner’s No Trump 
suit no matter how weak the, Minor 
suit and the rest of the hand may be. 
But the rescue is apt to be advisable 
when, with a worthless five-card Minor, 
the division is either: 5-4-4-0, 5-4-3-1, 
5-5-3-0, or 5-5-2-1; or when the Minor 
contains more than five cards.

By the middle of September it was in 
the military camps of the Middle West, 
though it did not appear in the nearby 
cities until after the first of October. 
By Thanksgiving it had swept across 
the continent from east to west. Be- 
fore the end of the year the Islands left 
by the east-to-west wave had been cov- 
ered by secondary waves.

One of the best places to find sponges 
“at home” is in the region of the Ba- 
hama Islands. Well covered by, the salt 


waters, they are fastened to rocks or |- 


other substance. Usually they are at a 
depth of 12 feet or more. 

Is the sponge a plant or an animal? 

That is a question which used to 
puzzle students of nature. The sponge 
looks a good deal like a plant, and we 
commonly see it fixed at a certain 
place: That led some of the old-timers 
to make the mistake of classing it as 
a plant. 

Closer study has led to calling the 
sponge an animal, and let us see why. 
The sponge is classed as an animal be- 
cause its cells are like those of animals, 
and different from those of plants. An- 
cther reason is that sponges live on 
small but solid bits of food, which is 
not the habit in the plant world. 

Probably the best reason is found in 
the life history of the young. These 
come sometimes from “buds,” some- 
times from eggs produced by the 
sponge. The little sponges are not

fixed. For some time after they are 
born, they swim about quite freely. 
Then they take up life at a fixed place. 

Sponges obtain their food from ocean 
waters which they whip through the 
channels in their bodies. 

The bath sponge which we use is the 
skeleton of the animal. Divers bring 
up sponges and throw them on the 
beach to die. Then the softer parts are 
cleaned away.

In Which Pegler Discovers 
Army Mule Not on the Level

No YORK, Oct. 21.—It seems as 

though nothing is on the level 

any more. Your correspondent 
has ascertained by an admission of 
Maj. Philip Fleming, athletic officer 
of the United States Military Academy 
that the so-called Army mule which 
parades before the public on certain 
occasions of the football season is not 
the Army mule at all but merely a 
mule of variable identity. About all 
that can certainly be said of the Army 
mule on any given occasion is that 
it is a mule.

David C. Winebrenner 2d, and H. Dor- 
sey Echison, of Frederick. 

The Commonwealth’s conferees, who 
will present the evidence they have 
been able to obtain against Rebertson, 
include State’s Attorney Robert B 
Peter, jr.. former State’s Attorney Jo- 
séph C. Cissel, Montgomery County, and 
State’s. Attorney William M. Storm, 
Frederick County. 


Robertson in Jail. 


Robertson was in 
tonight awaiting tria He will be 
brought here tomorrow morning in time 
for the opening of court at 10 o'clock 
by Sheriff Joseph B. Pyles, of Mont- 
gomery County. 

The accused man had his hair 
Friday, it was said, and has brushed 
up other:vise as prelimiaary to facing 
the jury which will decide his guilt 
or innocence. 

As far as can be learned, the evidence 
against Robertson is entirely circum- 
stantial. Mills wa. found dead from 
gunshot wounds in a field on his 
farm early the morning of July 7, 1927. 
Pinned tr his coat is what has been de- 
scribed as an obscene note. An ex- 
ploded shell from an automatic pis' 1 
was found near the body. 

For nine months police worked on 
‘the case without making an arrest. 
Then Robertson had an altercation with 
Wilson Trout, of Glen, a nearby hamlet 
Trou‘ complained to police that Rob- 
ertson drew a gun on him. On inter- 
viewing the latter police discovered in 
his possession an automatic pistol with 
a firing pin that marks a bullet the 
same as that which marked the shell 
fcund near Mills’ body. 


Big Is Called. 


After Robertson’s arrest police are 
said to have learned that he owned a 
typewriter with the same: style of type 
as the one used to write the note found 
fastened to the ngyrdered man’s body. 
Robertson protested his innocence, and 
his wife said he was in bed at home 
untii 8 o'clock the morning of the 
siaying. 

Nevertheless, he is charged with first- 
degree murder

Washington’s Streets Bear 
Names of Smith and Hoover 


But Republican Standard Bearer Was Abroad and Little 
Known When Thoroughfares Were Designated, While 
Democrat Was Young Man in His Home District. 


No matter which way the election 
goes—the way you want it to go or the 


wrong way—Washington will be able to 
point with pride to its perspicacity in 
naming its streets. 

Gov. Al Smith has the edge on Her- 
bert Hoover in the number of thorough- 
fares bearing his name by a score of 
three to two, although “officially” there 
is only one “Smith” street, while Hoo- 
ver is the official name of two. 

But to tell the truth, the Nation 
never had heard of Herbert Hoover, 
who was in foreign lands when Hoover 
place northeast was named, and cer- 
tainly the country never expected to 
vote for Al Smith for President, who 
was one of the bright young men of his 
home district when Smith place was 
named. 

Hoover place officially was named 
such on July 28, 1911, and runs from 
Eastern avenue, in the neighborhood of 
Twenty-eighth street northeast, south 
toward Randolph street, north of which 
it swings east again to Eastern avenue, 
skirting about McKinley Circle, which 
still is a dream on the books of Melvin 
C. Hazen, District surveyor. 

The street skirts old “Hoover Hill” 
and apparently was named by Clara A. 
Marden, who dedicated the ground to 
the District when she subdivided the 
section. E. R. Marden and Earl P. Hop- 
kins are the- 
are shown on Hazen’s books. 


Hoover road runs from about 2500 
Rhode Island avenue northeast, north- 
ward to Bunker Hill road, along the 


edge of the grounds of St. Joseph’s 
Male Orphan Asylum. It is about a 
half mile long, and got its name years 
ago when it was used as an outlet 
road from the property of John Hoover 
to the old Bladensburg road, which 
subsequently became known as Brent- 
wood road. This was a long time be- 
fore, Rhode Island avenue northeast 
was cut through. The road is shown 
on an old map in the possession of 
Hazen, showing the subdivision of 
“Granby” .in that section. The map 
was made in 1854 by John B, Kibbey. 
The Hoover property at one time was 
owned by J. Britton. 

Smith place is in Congress Heights 
southeast, and runs between Savannah 
street and Alabama avenue from Fit- 
teenth street west for one biock. It 
was named by John A. Hall on Marchi 
30, 1908, when he made Hall’s subdi- 
vision of “The Ridge.” That is the 
only Smith thoroughfare shown offi- 
cially on Hazen’s plat books.
